McKinley was ane
of the moet Interested observers, She
was always given the place of honor at
the home of her Iustrious son, and on
the day that his nomination by the St.
Louls convention was announced she
hodrd the news na soon as he did, It
was then that Willlam MeKinley ahow-

the announeement of the result at St
Louls,  All through' the trylng cam-
palgn that followed she watched after
her son with deep Interest. Bhe was n
fraquent caller at his house and wos vis-

Prealdent to the Insuguration, riding In
the specinl  teain, and  remained in
Wanlington untll Mr. and Mre, MceKin-
loy had become wettled In thelr new
home, Then she rdturned to the Can-
ton coltage with expresslons of gratl-
tude at getting home once maore.

Mr, Dighop was suffering from ner-
vaug prostration, duo to overwork in the
management of his extensive business,
He returned oply a fow days ago from
Florida, where ho was accompanled by
his wife for his health, but was not ben-
efitted, 1is famlly were planning an-
ather trip for tim. There was nothing
in his manner or conduct to indleate that
hie ntanded to commit sulelde, Afteren-
tering the oMee with Mr, Sigler, he sat
down on the corner of tho table, Alr,
Bigler offered him a chalr, which he very
compusedly declined, eaying he was per-
fegtly comfortable,

Mr. Bishop was sheot fifty-five years
old, und was a native of Kingwood, Pris-
ton vounty, from which plice he came
hare when o VEry young mii, o @ stor-
keeper at the Hannls distillery. Later ha
engaged in the wholesals grocery and
graln huriness with H. A, Fragler, and
wome  years ngo  succesded the firm.
Within the past year ho has hullt a Jarge
flour and meal mill, which ia operating
sucerestully.
